A  Resolution  to  proTide  for  the  presentation  of  "medals  of  houor"  to  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Army  and  Volun- 
teer Forces  who  have  distinguished,  or  may  distinguish,  themselves  in  battle  during  the  pre.sent  rebellion. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Reprenentativex  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That 
the  President  of  the  Caited  States  be,  auil  no  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  two  thousand  "medals  of  houor"  to  be 
prepared  with  .suitable  eiublpmatic  devices,  and  to  din-nt  that  the  same  lie  presented,  in  the  name  of  Congress,  to  such 
non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  as  snail  most  distinguish  themselves  liy  their  gallantry  in  actiim,  and  other 
soldier-like  qualities,  during  the  present  insurrection.  And  that  the  sum  of  ton  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  s  -me  is 
hereby,  appropriated  oat  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otiierwi.se  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  candying  this 
resolution  into  effect. 

Approved  July  12.  1862.

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  cause  to  be  struck  from  the  dies  recently  prepared  at  the 
United  States  mint  for  tliat  jjurpose,  "medals  of  honor"  additional  to  those  authorized  by  the  Act  (Keso)ution)  of 
July  twelfth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  present  the  same  to  such  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and 
privates  as  have  most  distinguished  or  who  may  hereafter  most  distinguish  themselves  in  action;  and  the  sum  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  othersvise  appropriated,  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  same.
